THE BACK COVER 


An artist’s sketch of the relocated and expanded Me- 
morial Stadium adorns the back cover of FYI, The facility 
has been increased to seat 28,748, making it the largest 
stadium in the Mid-American Conference. 


The endzones and east stands were moved from the old 
field. The west stands were built to accomodate 12,772 
fans plus the press box and President’s box. 


The entire facility, including the parking lots for 3500 . 
cars, cost $3%-million. 


THE UNIVERSITY 


Kent State University is Ohio’s third largest university. Estab- 
lished in 1910 as Kent State Normal, a state teacher institution, 
the name was changed to Kent State College in 1929 and later, in 
1935, to the present title. 


Kent is located in the heavily populated section of northeas- 
tern Ohio and serves as a state university for the area. Students 
also come from the other parts of Ohio, other states and several 
foreign countries. There are 50 major buildings located on the 
800-acre campus and the entire physical plant is valued at over 
$100 million. 


A new 8.8-million-dollar library should be finished by 1970. 
The new building, including a 12-story tower, will have eight acres 
under roof and will be able to seat more than three thousand 
students at a time. 


The University is composed of the College of Education, 
College of Arts and Sciences, College of Business Administration, 
College of Fine and Professional Arts and the Graduate School. 
Bachelor and master degrees are granted by all colleges with a 
doctorate degree available in some fields. 


Since its first commencement, the University has awarded over 
22,000 bachelor degrees and 3,200 master degrees.

MEMORIAL STADIUM 


Nearly 17,000 seats of Memorial Stadium have been razed, 
transported down Summit Rd. and reassembled to form a major- 
ity of the bigger and better Memorial Stadium, a 28,748-seat 
facility that will be opened Sept. 13 when Dayton’s Flyers in- 
vade. 


If you are prone to pun, you can say stadiums have gone a 
long way since the days the Silver Foxes played on “The Com- 
mons” behind Merrill Hall. 


Joe Begala recalls playing West Liberty on that field back in 
the mid °30s. It snowed so hard the field could not be cleared, 
so Joe and Coach Merle Wagoner lined the playing surface with 
lamp black, giving a black on white effect. 


From those days emerged Memorial Stadium, the culmination 
of efforts of students and the community who worked together 
to raise $75,000 to build the “South stands”. The drive started 
in 1948 and was completed prior to the 1950 season. 


The first game played was a 57-0 lacing of Marietta on Oct. 
14, 1950 as ‘‘7000 chilled fans cheered the Golden Wave”, as 
the Chestnut Burr so aptly reported. 


The South stands held slightly better than 5000 fans and, 
again as the Burr said, “marked the beginning of a proposed 
30,000 seat stadium seen as Kent’s entry into the big time.” 


Students paid, on an installment basis, $15 a piece to build 
those original stands. The cost represented the price of a seat. 
Now stadiums run nearly $100 a seat to build. 


The rising cost of stadiums became apparent in 1960 when 
the North stands were added at twice the cost, about $150,000. 
The stadium continued to be a 12,000-seat facility until 1965 
when wing bleachers were added to boost the seating capacity 
to 20,000, then the largest stadium in the Mid-American Confer- 
ence. 


Campus building caught up with Memorial Stadium, however, 
as first the parking lots were taken away through new buildings 
and finally the stadium itself was forced to be razed to make 
room for the future University Center. 


The relocated and expanded stadium will run a tab of $3.5 
million, more than 25% of which went for site improvement 
and parking facilities for 3500 cars. 


The remaining $2,250,000 is being poured into construction 
of the west stands, which hold 12,772 fans, the field itself, fur- 
nishings and the like. 


The stadium is a four-phase project that could lead to a 
50,000 seating capacity, needed in today’s highpressured sports 
world to guarantee the money needed to bring in the big name 
schools most want, and expect, Kent to play. 


Future schedules, based on the fact the stadium of nearly 
30,000 would be ready, include such names as Iowa State, San 
Diego State, perhaps Florida State and the like. 
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CARD GAME 


The Kent coaching staff is in the process of instituting a 
thorough program of scouting and film analysis by use of the 
computer. 


According to Terry Mallett, Kent’s freshman coach and chief 
engineer of the “‘punch-card” program, “By use of this system we 
can determine offensive tendencies of our opponents, so that we 
can adjust our defense to best control their attack. We could do 
this in the past but not nearly as quickly or as thoroughly.” 


The system is initiated by copying down the specifics of each 
play; type play, zone, yards and down, individual, etc. This 
information is then punched on cards and fed into the computer 
for compilation. 


The end result is readouts which show listings of all formation, 
total attempts of each, percentage it was used out of all forma- 
tion, number of runs and passes and types of runs and passes. 
Next there is a breakdown by down-and-distance of each forma- 
tion for both passing and running plays off of that formation. 


The chief advantage is the time element involved. It only takes 
25 to 30 minutes to put a game on paper and it’s ready to be 
punched and run off. Says Mallett, “Where in the past it took us 
until possibly Tuesday to complete our analysis, we can now have 
the information we need by Monday morning,” 


Kent will also go to the “instant replay” this fall. 


Video tape will be used during practice sessions, thus allowing 
spot corrections. Immediately after the session the tape can be 
reviewed and discussed by coaches and players. 


According to John Riley, Defensive Coordinator and coach in 
charge of the video program, “We have always run film on 
practice scrimmages, etc., to help us in detecting things we might 
have missed, but we can now have the proof immediately. It used 
to be a big problem getting the film developed and returned to us 
and then we weren’t more than 50% sure that we even had a 
viewable film.” 


RADIO-TV 


Once again, John FitzGerald (WJW-TV) and Jerry Healy 
(WAKR) will handle the mike chores for the Kent State football 
network. 

FitzGerald will be returning for the fifth season, while the “Big 
Redhead” from Akron will be starting his sophomore year with the 
Flashes. 

A professional pair, they give the Flashes color and verve. 

If you want to know how well they do, listen to the Ohio game 
on the radio while you watch on TV. 

Once again, the Flashes and Bobcats will appear on the NCAA 
Regional Game of the Week. Two years ago, Kent and Ohio played 
the first ever MAC TVeed game. Kent won and lost that one. 

ABC promises that if the Flashes win this one, they get to keep 
it. 


DAVE PUDDINGTON 


Dave Puddington looks forward to his second year at 
the helm of Kent football. “Weve had a year to lay a 
sound foundation to our program,” says Puddington, 
“and we feel confident we can meet the challenges 
ahead.” 


Being a believer that there is “no such thing as instant 
sunshine in athletics,” Puddington was disappointed but 
not discouraged with his first year which ended with a 
1-9 record. Adds Puddington, “sound play is based on 
solid principles and objectives and we’re headed in the 
tight direction.” 


With his shooting “I” offense and a stunting defense 
which “goes after people,” Puddington feels he can come 
up with the winning combination and play an exciting 
type of football. 


Some of “Pud’s” staunchest supporters are his wife 
Jean, a Phi Beta Kappa and an accomplished musician, 
and their three children: Linda, eight; Jim, six; and Steve, 
five. 


After graduation from Canton Lehman High School, 
where he played three years of varsity football as a 
lineman, four years of basketball and one year each of 
baseball and track, Puddington went on to Ohio Wesleyan 
University. 


For the OWU footballers he played center and end, 
and captained the squad his senior year. He was a guard 
on the basketball team. 


After graduation, Puddington served as admissions 
counselor and alumni field secretary for OWU. From 
1950-1954 he was an aviator in the Navy, seeing overseas 
duty for 16 months in the Korean Theater of Operations. 
“Puddington received two Air Medals, 


In 1955 Puddington went to Kettering Fairmont in 
Dayton, where he assisted in football, basketball, track 
and golf. He took over the head football coaching duties 
in 1958, guiding Fairmont to a 9-0 record. 


His Fairmont team won the Miami Valley League title, 
and was seventh in the state. Puddington was selected as 
the coach of the southern all-stars in the North-South 
All-Star game in Canton, He was runner-up in the ballot- 
ing as Ohio High School Coach-of-the-Year in 1958, and 
was selected as MVA Coach-of-the-Y ear, 


In 1959 Puddington came to KSU as backfield coach 
under Trevor Rees and helped the Flashes stop Miami’s 
30-game MAC Winning streak. 


In 1962 he became the head football coach of Wash- 
ington University of St. Louis and compiled a 36-16-3 
record in six years at Washington. 


The 40-year-old mentor guided the Battling Bears to 
two first place and two second place finishes in four years 
of competition in the College Athletic Conference. 


Puddington is very active in the Fellowship of Christ- 
ian Athletes (FCA) and is responsible for getting a Kent 
chapter last spring. 


In addition to his coaching accomplishments, Pudding- 
ton is the author of the book: “Washington University 
Football,” co-author of “Off Season Conditioning Pro- 
gram for Athletics,” and co-author of “Football Scouting 
& Evaluation—A Complete Scientific Study.” 


LARRY VAN DUSEN, Assistant Head Coach 


At 32 years old, Van Dusen is Puddington’s chief 
assistant, in charge of the offensive backfield and co- 
ordinator of the offense. The tough-minded, tough bodied 
coach, is also in charge of the overall recruiting program, 


He came back to Kent from Northwestern—his Alma 
Mater where he played four years of football—where he 
was defensive line coach for a unit that was second 
defensively in the big 10. 


Van Dusen was freshman backfield coach at Kent in 
1960 before moving on to Baldwin-Wallace as line coach 
in 1961. His B-W team that year was undefeated and 
ranked second in the nation. 


In 1964, he joined Northwestern as offensive line 
coach and chief scout. 


Larry received a Master’s Degree from Kent in 1966 in 
phys. ed. and, aside from helping Puddington co-author 
“Washington University Football” has had articles pub- 
lished in several coaching journals.

DR. CARL E. ERICKSON —Director of Athletics 


In addition to the myriad of duties surrounding an 
athletic director, Dr. Carl E. Erickson also has been in the 
vanguard of those interested in upgrading the scholastic 
standards of college athletes. 


Dr. Erickson has served as an officer of the NCAA’s 
“1.6” committee, which in 
through years of effort, has 
been instrumental in estab- 
lishing a national standard 
for the prospective athlete to 
assure the boy a better 
chance to compete in the 
classroom, 


In addition, Dr. Erickson 
has been a member of the 
NCAA’s Long Range Plan- 
ning committee and a mem- 
ber of the joint committee 
between the NCAA and the 
National Federation of State 
High School Athletic Association. 


During his 11 years at Kent, Dr. Erickson has thrust 
the Golden Flashes into the mainstream of “bigtime” 
football and basketball, with many of the nationally 
reputed powers on the schedules. 


Also, the Flashes have seen their stadium grow from 
10,000 to over 28,000 seats; have hosted NCAA wrestling 
and basketball tournaments twice and generally taken a 
place among the leaders of the midwest in collegiate 
athletics, 


Dr. Erickson received three degrees at Boston Uni- 
versity, where as an undergraduate, he played three sports 
including: four years of football, where he won honorable 
mention A P All East Team; three years of baseball, 
which led to offers from the N.Y. Giants and the Chicago 
Cubs; and a year of basketball. 


In 1942 he received his B.S. in education followed by 
a master’s degree in 1947 and a doctorate in 1953. He is 
a member of Phi Delta Kappa and Phi Epsilon Kappa. 


Dr. Erickson returned to Boston University in 1950 
where he was a member of the teaching faculty and 
- business Manager of Athletics. 


In September 1953, he moved to the Arlington Public 
Schools, Arlington, Massachusetts, as Director of Physical 
Education and Athletics. The following year he went to 
Southern Illinois as Athletic Director.

THE MAC 


The Mid-American Conference embarks upon its 23rd foot- 
ball season, The league was organized in the winter of 1946-47 
and has undergone many revisions before becoming stabilized 
„With the present seven members. 


Since 1955, the MAC has been composed by those present 
members, Bowling Green, Kent State, Marshall, Miami, Ohio U, 
Toledo and Western Michigan. 


Ohio U is the only remaining charter member. 


The MAC received a boost in prestige in 1962 when the 
NCAA gave “Major College” status to the seven schools. 


Kent joined the loop in 1951 and competes in all nine 
sports. Titles won by the Golden Flashes include wrestling 
(1958), golf (1954-tie) and baseball (1964). 


A thumbnail history of the MAC: 


1946: Butler U., Cincinnati, Ohio U, Wayne State, Western Re- 
serve were charter members. 


1947: Wayne State withdrew, Miami and Western Michigan ad- 
mitted. 


1950: Butler withdrew, Toledo was admitted. 
1951: Kent State and Bowling Green admitted. 
1952: Marshall admitted. 

1953: Cincinnati withdrew. 

1955: Western Reserve withdrew. 

1968: Marshall suspended. 


Robert C. James was named commissioner in 1964, replacing 
founding commissioner Dr. David Reese. Robert Peck became 
assistant to the commissioner and press service director in 1967.

Kent State University probably leads the Mid-American Confer- 
ence in the number of college presidents produced from its ranks. 


- Last year, Dr. John J. Kamerick, Dr. Eric N. Rackham and Dr. 
James K. Olsen became the fifth, sixth and seventh members of 
the academic staff to achieve this position. 


Dr. Kamerick, vice-president and provost, is president of North 
Texas State, Denton, Texas; Dr. Rackham, executive dean for 
educational and student services, became head of McKendree 
College, Labanon, Illinois, the oldest Methodist College in the 
nation; and Dr, Olsen, former dean of the honors college, became 
chief of the 113-year-old Patterson State College in Wayne, N.J. 


They join our own Dr. Robert I. White, who succeeded 
President George Bowman, here; Dr. Phillip Shriver, president of 
rival Miami University; Dr. Mel Scarlett, president of Farmington 
College in Maine, and Dr. Robert E. Hill, currently head of Chico 
State. 


The seven men were named to the faculty during the 19-year 
reign of Dr. Bowman, who retired in 1963. 


With such fine men being a part of Kent State one of the 
fastest growing academic institutions in the nation, our calibre is 
very high. They most assuredly will not be the last to leave the 
faculty at Kent to become a collegiate president. 


THE SEAL 


The Kent State Board of Trustees officially accepted the above 
design as the new University Seal, effective January 1, 1965. 


Members of the redesigning committee included: Professor 
William Taylor, Chairman, then Acting Dean of Men Ronald Beer, 
and Professor Paul Baus of the Art Department. Some excerpts 
from the descriptive material prepared by Mr. Baus: 


The new design, like the old one, is formed as a disc. The 
circle within the rim contains a shield which suggests the geo- 
graphic shape of the State of Ohio. Upon the shield is a sunburst, 
the sun of the State Seal. This sun is also a symbol for the light 
and knowledge of wisdom. Above the shield is a bird in flight, the 
chimney swift, which has colonized the chimneys and air shafts of 
the University buildings for many years, thereby being recom- 
mended for inclusion. Also, because of its seemingly unending 
flight, the swift is symbolic of leadership. 


When presented in color, the sunburst would be gold or yellow 
and the shield blue, thus displaying the colors of the University.

Move to side of 
pan or remove as they brown. Add mushrooms and brown. Return 
meat, and add onions and garlic. Cook a moment to soften garlic 
and onions. Add 3/4.cup wine and boil down by half to evaporate 
alcohol. Add chicken broth and ‘tarragon, bringing back to boil. 
Taste sauce for seasoning. Cover, and reduce to simmering until 
tender, adding more wine if necessary. There should be about 1 cup 
of stock left when it’s done, in order to keep the veal moist. The 
amount of simmering time needed depends on the cut of the veal. 
Stew meat may need an hour. Chops and scaloppines are done in 
15-20 minutes, and require much less liquid—about 1/2 cup wine 
and 1 cup chicken stock. This is generally served with browned rice 
cooked in chicken or beef stock.

LOUISIANA CHICKEN 


3 whole chicken breasts— 1 large clove garlic, minced 
halved (some thighs also, if 1/2 tsp. thyme 
desired) 1 tsp. salt 
Tabasco sauce 1/2 tsp. fresh ground pepper 
1/4 cup olive oil (or more) 1/2 Ib. fresh mushrooms (slice 
1 onion, finely chopped larger ones in half or 
3/4 cup chopped celery thirds)

Rub chicken with dashes of Tabasco. Brown in oil in heavy skillet 
that has a snug lid for later use. Remove chicken—add onions, 
celery, garlic and spices and cook 5 minutes—add mushrooms and 
cook 5-10 minutes more, Add tomato paste and water, stir. Return 
chicken to skillet—cover and simmer about 20 minutes. Then sample 
sauce and add more Tabasco if desired. Recover and cook another 
20 minutes or so, add more water if sauce has cooked down too 
much. Serve with cooked rice. Serves 4-6.

1. Prepare sauce by mixing 2 tablespoons soy sauce, 1 tablespoon 
SAKE (or white wine) and 1/4 teaspoon ginger. Cut boneless 
pork (or boneless chicken into small cubes and marinate about 
30 minutes in the sauce). 

2. Coat the meats with 3 tablespoons corn starch. Brown meat in 
hot oil in skillet. Drain on paper towels, 

3. Carrot, cut off ends and boil in salted water until a fork begins 
to penetrate it. Remove, peel with paper towels and cut into 
mouthful sized chunks, 

4, Heat 2 tablespoons oil in skillet, add sliced vegetables; stir 2 or 3 
minutes, 

5. Blend cornstarch, pineapple, syrup, sugar, white vinegar and Soy 
sauce; add vegetables. Cook and stir till thickened. Add 
pineapple and browned meat, heat through. Serve with rice.
